E ARE safe in thinking that 

in most cases the trouble lies 
in having the food too rich. It 
is natural for the mother to 
want her baby to look well nour- 
ished and to gain in weight. So 
a little cream or extra cod liver 
oil seems to be a good thing. In 
the nursing mother, the indulg- 
ence is, asa rule, the result of 
her own hearty appetite. In the 
same way, it is likely to be the 
mother’s taste for sweets that 
indicates the extra sugar for 
the baby. The very young baby 
will not have those likings un- 
less they are cultivated.

Water and soap must be 
used as specifically as medicine. 
There are many mothers who 
keep a cap constantly on the 
baby’s head. They. are thinking, 
no doubt, of protecting the fancy 
pillows or other folks’ clothing. 
No furbelows of any sort have 
any impoftance beside the baby’s 
interests and it cannot be very 
good for an eruptive process of 
any kind to keep the exudation 
imbedded in some sort of salve 
and plastered down with a cap 


NOTHER deviéé is to keep a 

pair of stiff casings on the 
baby's arms to prevent him from 
scratching himself. Some babies, 
evel, wee ones, learn to use the 
adge of the casing to relieve the 
‘éching. A better way might be 
to tie a soft bandage from elbow 
to elbow across the child’s back, 
just short enough to keep his 
hands from reaching the sore 
piaces but allowing him the 
movement of the elbow joints. 
We should always remember 
that physical restraint is a 
source of nervous strain in any 
case and must be avoided, if 
possible. After attention to the 
diet, the remedy Hes in external 
applications. These must be pre- 
scribed by the nature of the 
eruption.

Back of that growth was 
the gentle inspiration of vane 
Aduanis carrying the banner of 
Social service and another for 
international peace.

I" SEEMS rather remarkable 
that the three Coburg princes 
who have succeeded one another 
on the throne of Belgium from 
1830 until the present have 
shown such superior political sa- 
gacity than most of their kind. 
Pevhaps it is because of the ex- 
treme psychological difficulties 
that these rulers have had to 
contend with, have sharpened 
their qualities. 

The Belgians upon whom IL 
puold of Coburg cume to reign 
ter the 1830 Revolution 
made them independent 
Holland, had learned thro. 
ou, the ages to mistrust thi 
princes. The constitution that 
Catholics framed 
in those days is stamped with 
three essential concerns, The-<e 
are, first, the Catholic party 
with itS sanction of the most sol- 
enin guarantees for the freedom 
of rehgion and of education; 
second, that of the Liberal party, 
With its sanction of the amplest 
freedom of the press and tie 
right of association, and third, 
that of the two parties com- 
bined, to prevent the king and 
his government from ever be- 
coming dangerous. 

Into this atmosphere, the two 
predecessors of King Albert of 
3elgium cleverly managed to” 
make their way. Leopold I was 
evel, move successful than Leo- 
old IT, whose haughty spirit 
“Ould have been more at ease 
in the building of some Oriental 
empire. 

So muoh, then, for the past. It 
is Wilh the gentile, democratic, 
leoic and beloved King Albert 
of ‘Belgium that we deal here. 
The war showed the world a 
rare thing —a hero. sincerely 
shocked and surprised by ap- 
plause, There were more chil- 
dren named Albert and Eliza- 
beth, after the Belgian rulers, in 
& month after the war than 
there had been in the five years 
of peace that preceded it. 

During those days when the 
existence of the Belgian army 
was threatened daily, the King 
was in the trenches cheering ev- 
ery one, calmly telling the offi- 
cers that if they gave in he 
would dismniss them. This prac- 
tical and reasoned heroism con- 
trasted sharply with the theory 
af advance - at-any-cost, .to 
which the French General Staff 
sacrificed so many precihus lives 
during the early weeks of the 
war. 

When, after the retreat of the 
German army, King Albert re- 
turned to Brussels. he was wel- 
comed with an enthusiasm un- 
equaled in Belgian history. Aside 
from the joy. of deliverance, the 
situation in Belgium was diffi- 
cult, as it was everywhere else. 
Time and time again King Al- 
bert was uftged to emphasize his 
“royal authority,” which meant, 
simply, that he support certain 
interests against other interests. 

But King Albert had the soul 
of his country at, heart and he 
refused to do anything that he 
thcught might «harm his. sub- 
jects. Mistakes he has made, but 
they are rather errors of judg- 
ment than deliberate desires to 
be different. 

With his artistically gifted 
wife, this stalwart great-grand- 
son of German princes rtiles Bel- 
gium through the _ people's 
hearts, There is a national com-\ 
radeship between ruler and sub- 
jects. which the war and the 
years feem ‘Lo cement only more 
firmly. :
